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Report  of  the  Board  of  Management 

For  the  Year  Ended  31st  December,  1944. 


THE  Board  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the 
Governors  and  Subscribers  an  abridged  Annual  Report  and  the 
Audited  Accounts  for  the  year  1944. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Board  records  the  death  on  the 
7th  June  last  of  Mr.  John  Nall,  who  retired  in  April,  1942,  after  forty- 
one  years  service  as  Secretary  to  the  Hospital. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Twiston  Davies,  M.A.,  M.B.,  B.Chir.  (Cantab.),  M.R.C.S., 
L.R.C.P.,  who  is  at  present  serving  with  the  Forces  has  been  appointed 
an  Honorary  Physician  to  the  Hospital.  Owing  to  War  conditions 
the  appointment  is  of  a  temporary  nature.  The  resignation  of 
Dr.  Annie  E.  Somerford,  M.D.  (Viet.-),  D.P.H.  (Cantab.),  who  has 
been  the  Pathologist  to  the  Hospital  for  many  years,  is  deeply  regretted. 
Dr.  W.  Morrell  Roberts,  D.Sc.,  M.D.,  M.R.C.P.,  has  been  appointed 
in  her  stead.  Under  the  arrangement  with  the  Christie  Hospital, 
Dr.  M.  Bennett,  M.B.,  B.Ch.,  B.A.O.,  has  now  taken  the  place  of 
Dr.  M.  Inez  R.  ApThomas,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  D.M.R.,  as  Radiotherapist. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  report  a  considerable  increase  in  the  work 
of  the  Hospital.  The  number  of  Out-Patients  constitutes  a  record 
in  its  history.
